Members of the Edmonton Canadian 
club assembied at luncheon in the King 
Edward hate! dining-room at noon to- 
day listened to an able address on the 
commission farm of civic government, 
by Chartes iFrederick Adams, of Brook- 
lyh, wha ts travelling through the west 
delivering syaeches as a representative 
of the Henry George league of Chicago. 
Mr, Adams arrived in the city yester- 


‘day, aftay addressing a meeting at Red 


Deer on ttianday night. He also spent 
a week In @algary, delivering a series 
of speeches a% meetings there. 

In Mr, Adams’ opinion, the ideal sys- 
tem of commission government for 
cities is that in which the practical 
heads of departments are elected by 
commissioners who are made directly 
responsible to the people by election 
under the conditions of the reeall. 

“It cannot be. expected that the 
wishes of the people will be carried 
opt in all issues if the elective com- 
mission to which the work of civic 
ebvernment is entrusted is allowed to 


hold office for a year or @ term of 
years,” paid Mr. Adams, 
i fle placed emphasis, however, on 


his contention that government by the 
people through any conceivable form 
of commigsion cannot be a suceess un- 
léss the citizens themselves take an 
intelligent interest in civic matters and 
study conditions so as to be thoroughly 
conversant wilt the issues that arise. 
-“The whale secret of the success 
of the De Moines system of civic gov- 
ernment up to the present time rests 
in thesfact'that the citizens of the city 
are taking a-keen interest in municipal 
affairs. Young ten’s clubs, ecilizens 
organizations, and numerous ‘other so- 
cieties within the corporation make it 
a point to meet together and discuss 
civic matters with the result that the 
people’ aré becoming educated to the 
merits of the: system and understand 
the procedure involved in carrying, it 
out,” said Mr, Adams. 

Mr, Adams explained that according 
to the De) Muines system of commis- 
sion govesnitjent, five commissioners 
are elected hy the people after having 
been placed in the field as candidates 
for election by a system of direct nom- 
dination. One of these commissioners 
tukes the place of the mayor with

ments and cach of the other four has 
charge’ of a department of the city’s 
business. . Any member of the com- 
mission can'be forced to go before the 
people on any civic issue that arises 
by means of the recall system,

Industrial Committee 
Will Draft Agreement 


MEETING TO BE HELD TOMORROW AFTERNOON TO 
FURTHER CONSIDER GAS QUESTION AND FOR- 
MULATE REPORT TO COUNCIL. 


A meeting of the industrial commit- 
tee of the city couneil, the city commis- 
sioners and the cily solicitor will be 
held in the council chamber tomorrow 
afternoon te commence the task ascrib- 
ed to them by the council of preparing 
« model gas agreement. The industrial 
committee also has. instructions from 
the cily council to bring ina new 
agreement with the International Heat- 
inz and Lighting company, but whether 
or not this question will be taken up 
tomorrow afternon has not been decid- 
el 

\ special committee has also been 
appointed to interview John Coates, 
representing old country — capitalists, 
who are ready to erect a municipal gas 
plant in the city, and ascertain what 
he has tooffer, Just when this com- 
mittee will meet has not yet been de- 
vided, bub it will’ probably be Some 
time this week: When the different 
committees react) &n agreement they 
will submit reports to the cily council 
and’ they ‘will’ both) be considered at 
the same time. 

In the light of past events, there is 
considerabie reason for doubting that 
the industrial committee and commis- 
sioners will reach an agreement, and if 
ihvy fail Lo do so, no model agreement 
will be submitted to the council. The 
commissioners have very pronounced 
views on-the question which do not in 
any way coincide with those held by 
the members of the industrial commit- 
tee. As a matter of fact, the first 
agreement with the International com- 
pany would probably have passed the 


council had it not been for the letter 
of criticism which was forwarded the 
council by Gommissioner Bouillon, 
‘When this was read there was a divis- 
ion and the entire question was re- 
ferred back to the industrial commit- 
tee and the city commissioners. In 
drafting the agreement there is little 
question but what the members of the 
industrial committee will vote solidly 
one way While Gommissioners Bouillon 
and Butehart will vote the other. This 
will leave the question up to the mayor 
and should he vote with the commis- 
sioners the vole would be a tie and no 
report could be properly submitted. 

Speaking to a Capital representative 
this morning, Commissioner Bouillon 
stated that an entirely new agreement 
would have to be drafted, as there 
were too” many loopholes in the first 
draft and to change it to protect the 
interests of the people it would be ne- 
cessary to draw a new agreement. The 
utilities «commissioner stated that he 
was in effect in favor of municipal 
ownership and if this were not possib- 
le, then municipal control of the com- 
pany's plant and its operation was the 
next best thing which the city should 
consider. Under the first draft agree- 
ment, the city was not protected in any 
way and when it came time to pur- 
chase the plant the city might be 
coerced into paying two or three times 
what it was worth,

The pamph- 
let describes conditions in all sections 
of Central Alberta and has been de- 
signed to_mect the demands of the 
Development league. The buokiet is 
meeting with favorable comment from 
various immigration officials and oth- 
ers. Quite recently W. D. Scott, su- 
perintendent of immigration wrote Mr. 
Fisher giving him permission to distri- 
bute any number of copies of the 
booklet among the immigration agents 
Mr Scott said that he had examined the 
pamphlet and that the matter contain- 
ed in it appeared to be just what is re- 
quired for setting forth the advantages 
of the country.

Judge Taylor Gave Decision 
After an intermittent hearing extend- 
ing over four days in the district court 
here Justice Taylor has” given a 
decision in the action for architects’ 
fees brought by Mr. Whiddington of 
Lethbridge against the Methodist 
church in. this ‘city. The plaintiff got 
judgment for but about one-fifth the 
amount of his contention and must pay 
all the costs connected with the claim, 
Which are somewhat heavy. The de- 
fendants got judgment for $300 out of 
their counter claim of something over 
$3000 and must bear the costs of the 
charges attendant upon the counter 
claim. His Honor held that the plain- 
tiff, as architect in charge of the Meth- 
odist church when building here, 
should be responsible in a measure for 
the defects in workmanship that the 
defence showed had been put into the 
structure. It was brought out in the 
vidence that in many ways the building 
did not eonform to the specifications 
and the judge held that the architect 
should have seen that this instruetions 
were earried out.

When the question of appointing 
two new commissioners, thereby in- 
creasing the commission board of the 
city from three to five members, came 
up for discussion last evening, Alder-

This statement brought Alderman 
Hyndman to his feet with an enquiry 
as to whether or not the two new 
commissioners were needed, As an 
alderman he had found that it was 
very difficult to fire a commissioner 
onee he was duly installed in office, 
and for that reason he was not in fa- 
vor of men at Jarge © salaries 
unless they were needed. He 
considered that the council should 
have some reason for taking such ac- 
tion and enquired of the mayor wheth- 
cr or not the commissioners were over- 
worked, to which his worship replied 
that the question was entirely outside 
of his jurisdiction. It had been 
brought up by members of the coun- 
cil and the council appointed a commit- 
tee, Which Alderman Hyndman had 
voted in favor of, to recommend two 
men for the position of commission- 


ers. He did not consider that the 
question was up to him to answer, It 
was one which rested entirely with

Alderman Hyndman then came for- 
ward with the statement that it 
would be impossible for him to be 
{present at a meeting of the council on 
Friday evening, but had asked for the 
information so that he would know 
how to act on the suggestion when it 
came up, although he would not be 
present when a decision was reached.

Mayor Armstrong here interrupted 
the speaker to point out that the com-

Cc. C. McCaul 
C. C, MeGaul in reply to the argu- 
ments advanced by the solicitor for 
the commissioners declared that the 


intimation handed down by the latter 
could only be construed as an insult 
to the council. It meant in effect 
that the aldermen did not have suf- 
ficient brains or moral stamina lo judge 
a case on its merits and not on news- 
paper evidence or hearsay, The char- 
ter gave the council power to hire a 
commissioner and also gave it power 
to flre a commissioner for cause satis- 
factory to the council. The sugges- 
tion put forward by Mr. Biggar was 
a reflection on the honesty of the coun- 
cil and was entirely unealled for. 
No Bias Shown 

Taking up the judgment of Mr. Jus- 
tice Stuart in the reeent action of 
Gallagher et al vs, the City of Edmon- 
ton Mr. MeCaul pointed out that to 
disqualify ai atderman because he had 
pronounced views on a subject was 
absurd, Part of the duties of the 
council was to investigate) anything 
which they thought not exactly right 
and Mr, Justice Stuart had laid down 
the ruling that the proper parties to 
file these charges were members of 
the city council who represented the 
corporation, The proceedings of the 
committee were perfectly in order, 
Because they carried on an investiga- 
tion did not mean that anyone would 
be tired. They might find that things 


had not been running exactly right 
and still not tind sufficient cause — for 
the dismissal of @ commissioner, The 


committee was armed with the powers 
of a court in that they were following 
the procedure laid down in the judg- 
ment mentioned above, The commit- 
tee should, and would he had not any 
doubts, reach a fair and impartial de- }.

Action Not a Trial 

The statement that this was a trial 
was absurd. No one was on trial, 
The commissioners were not on triat. 
It was simply an investigation into the 
charges laid. They might be proven 
and they might not be. If they were 
proven the trial would be before the 
council and not before the committee 
as the latter body had no power to uct 
in that capacity. 

Mr, Biggar’s arguments were an in- 
sult to the conmuittee. Ile had not 
even stated what kind of a tribunal 
he wanted, whether a judge of the 
district court, of the supreme cnuri, 
or twenty-flve men picked up off the 
street. “In my opinion,” said Mr, Me- 
Call, “the committee cannot do better | 
than follow the procedure laid down i 
ihe judgment of Mr. Justice Stuart.”

Proposition © 
Before Council 


For the first time since the question of a gas supply for Ed- 
monton was raised five years jago, the city is now about to have a 
municipal ownership proposition placed before it, and the ratepayers 
will have the figures that will show what amount of money would be 
involved in the construction of a municipal gas plant. 

Considering the fact that Edmonton is a municipal ownership 
town and that municipal ownership has so met the requirements 
of this city that there is not at the present. time a franchise of any 
kind held by any private corporation, it seems a remarkable fact 
that in all these years no one of the successive councils has ever yet 
reached the place where they were prepared to figure out the munici- 
pal gas proposition and to arrive at an intelligent estimate of the city’s 
chances of success in this enterprise. 

For some reason not at all evident the majority of the aldermen 
each year for the past five years have apparently considered that the 
gas enterprise is in a class by itself and have been willing to assume 
that there is not at the command of this city sufficient intelligence to 
operate a gas plant successfully, notwithstanding that the city oper- 
ates a street railway,.a power and light business and-a tele- 
phone system. 

This seems a most remarkable conclusion, especially in view of 


the fact that no council has ever tried to discover just what the city |' 


could expect if it undertook a municipal gas enterprise. 

And it seems even more remarkable that when Mr. Coates’ let- 
ter is read-at the council meeting half the aldermen go on record as 
being opposed to allowing him to submit a municipal proposition at 
all, ° 

One thing is very certain, and that is that the persistency which 
the franchise hunters have shown in pursuit of the gas franchise is 


an unfailing indication that the franchise is of great value, and this |

being the case, the city of (Sdmonton cannot afford to relinquish 
it on any terms whatever until it has been established absolutely | 
that the city cannot operate the enterprise successfully. 

The Coates proposition, when it is placed before the council 
in its final form, will afford the ratepayers an opportunity to judge 
for themselves whether or not the city is prepared to give the gas 
franchise away. :
